owner should consult an engineer "who 
is experienced in this field and who 
has no connections with any manufac- 
turer of coal handling machinery. The 
manufacturer will invariably 
recom- 


mend the machinery he makes, in 
spite of the fact that it might not bo 
the best kind lor the particular case. 


"There are many devices aimed at 


preventing breakage of coal, a few of 
them good, most ot them worthless. 
An engineer who has haii a good deal 
of actual experience in coal pocket 
building should be consulted in regard 
to this point as well as many others, 
such as discharge chutes, gates and 
screens."

To reduce the breakage of coal to a 
minimum, the machinery should be 
slow moving, and designed to operate 
•with as little throwing of the coal as 
possible. 
Many elevators which han- 


dle grain, sand, gravel and other ma- 
terials very satisfactorily, are -used 
to handle coal when they are not of 
the proper design, ;ind they are often 
purchased partly in ignorance, partly 
because they are cheap. A large per- 
centage of breakage of coal, and a few 
breakdowns soon convince the pur- 
chaser that he ha; made a mistake. 
The proper speed -,'or a coal elevator 
for commercial slzos of anthracite is 
100 to 125 feet per minute.
